To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  sixteenth  Annual  Report  on 
the  work  of  the  Health  Services  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1945. 

Tragic  stories  relating  to  overcrowding  and  insanitary  housing 
conditions  continue  to  reach  the  Department,  with  little  prospect 
of  anything  being  done  to  meet  their  amelioration.  In  the 
circumstances,  it  would  seem  that  a  much  simpler  standard  of 
temporary  rehousing  could  be  of  far  greater  practical  value. 

The  Home  Help  and  Domestic  Help  Schemes  have  failed.  It 
has  proved  impossible  to  recruit  personnel  for  this  particular  type 
of  employment.  The  demand  for  such  services  is  spasmodic; 
nevertheless,  the  Department  has  been  able  to  provide  assistance 
when  called  upon,  generally  through  unofficial  channels. 

An  additional  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic  was  opened 
during  the  year  at  the  Methodist  Sunday  School,  Oxenhope,  thus 
providing  facilities  in  a  district  hitherto  inaccessible  to  the  ministra¬ 
tions  of  the  Department.  It  has  met  a  long  felt  want,  and  the 
attendances  fully  justify  the  project. 

During  the  year  the  Department  continued  a  scheme  of 
immunisation  against  Whooping  Cough  in  addition  to  that  normally 
undertaken  against  Diphtheria;  700  cases  were  so  treated.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  results  may  provide  some  contribution  to  the  held 
work  being  undertaken  in  this  important  sphere  of  preventive 
medicine. 

The  incidence  of  Scabies  has  again  shown  a  substantial 
decrease,  though  constant  vigilance  and  treatment  facilities  are  as 
important  as  ever.  I  am  grateful  to  the  local  medical  men  for  their 
co-operation  in  this  connection. 

With  the  exception  of  Measles,  the  area  was  again  remarkably 
free  of  infectious  disease.  In  the  vast  majority  of  cases,  measles 
is  acquired  by  personal  contact  with  someone  suffering  from  the 
disease  during  its  early  stage,  in  the  school,  in  the  home  or  in  the 


street.  Jit  is  oif  the  utmost  importance  to  isolate  children  during 
this  stage  and  summon  medical  aid. 

[The  .Department  is  glad  to  be  rid  of  its  responsibilities  in 
connection  with  Communal  Feeding  and  Air  Raid  Precautions  in 
order  to  give  greater  concentration  to  the  normal  problems  bearing 
on  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  people.

340  yards  of  3in.  main  have  been  renewed  for  Stanbury 
water  supply. 

72  yards  of  fin.  and  Sin.  mains  have  been  laid  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  Staveley  Road  and  Stanley  Road. 

350  yards  of  1  Jin.  main  have  been  laid  from  Alma  Terrace, 
Morton,  to  Carr  Lane,  to  supply  properties  in  the  Bingley  area. 


Close  co-operation  between  the  two  Departments  continues  in 
the  matter  oif  water  supplies. 

There  are  still  numerous  private  water  supplies,  particularly 
in  connection  with  farm  premises,  which  have  been  frequently 
sampled  in  the  past.:  Users  are  advised  as  to  necessary  precautions 
where  the  index  of  pollution  indicated  this  as  desirable.  Such 
premises  are  outside  the  present  economic  possibility  of  having  a 
suitable  alternative  wholesome  supply  laid  on  from  the  town’s 
mains. 

During  the  year  nine  such  samples  were  taken,  four  of  which 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory,  and  five  unsatisfactory. 

Extension  of  town’s  supply  to  outlying  districts  such  as  Neiws- 
holme,  Goose  Eye,  Stanbury  and  UTpper  Marsh,  Oxenhope,  where 
comparatively  small  groups  of  dwellings  are  served  by  private 
supplies,  still  stands  deferred  due  to  the  shortage  of  mail-. power 
and  material  and  the  veto  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  on  such 
works  until  they  are  approved  by  that  Authority. 

(RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

There  has  been  no  evidence  of  river  or  stream  pollution  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  Department  during  the  year. 

SWIMMING  BATHS, 

There  are  no  privately  owned  swimming  pools  in  the  district, 
but  the  Corporation  own  two  swimming  baths  of  the  first  and 
second  class  types,  which  are  described  in  the  1938  Report. 

DRAINAGE,  SEWERAGE,  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL, 

The  five  sewage  disposal  works  are  fully  described  in  the 
Annual  Report  for  1938.

2. — OVERCROWDING. 

The  circumstances  described  in  the  1941  Report  have  naturally 
progressed  to  a  more  chaotic  state  and  no  relief  is  anticipated  from 
this  until  the  Government  authorise  Re-housing  Schemes  which  are, 
of  course,  under  current  consideration. 

19  recommendations  to  the  Housing  Committee  were  made  on 
the  grounds  of  technical  overcrowding  following  67  investigations, 
One  occupier  was  required  to  abate  overcrowding  where  circum¬ 
stances  indicated  that  such  overcrowding  was  avoidable,  and  legal 
proceedings  were  instituted  in  this  case,  the  court  granting  an 
ejeictlment  order.  One  licence  has  been  issued  for  temporary  over¬ 
crowding  due  to  abnormal  circumstances. 

Since  the  operation  of  the  Act,  only  4,440  houses  have  been 
supplied  with  the  “permitted  number”  by  the  Department. 


COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES, 

There  are  two  in  the  Borough,  solely  used  by  men,  and  they 
are  well  maintained.  2  inspections  were  made. 

As  a  result  of  Ministry  of  Health  advice  re  the  danger  of 
Louse-borne  Typhus  Fever,  such  premises  are  inspected  to 
determine  from  the  evidence  available  the  number  of  inmates  who 
are  actually  carrying  lice  on  their  persons.  An  examination  of  the 
bedding  reveals  this  state  of  affairs.  By  arrangement  with  the 
Keeper  the  men  are  as  soon  as  practicable  transported  to  the 
Disinfestation  Station  for  appropriate  treatment  to  their  bodies, 
clothing  and  other  effects.

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACTS. 

The  undermentioned  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Publi> 
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SITES  FOR  MOVABLE  DWELLINGS, 

6  sites  for  movable  dwellings  were  licensed  subject  to  the 
sanitary  conditions  being  brought  up  to  the  standard  specified  in 
the  licences.  The  sites  accommodate  a  maximum  total  of  21 
dwellings  :  of  this  total  4  dwellings  are  the  subject  of  individual 
licences. 

OUTWORKERS. 

Lists  were  submitted  by  2  employers,  showing  the  employment 
of  2  persons.  In  each  case  the  premises  were  visited  and  found 
to  be  satisfactory. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

Routine  smoke  observations  have  not  been  resumed  owing  to 
rationing  of  industrial  fuel  and  the  use  of  low-grade  fuels  which 
made  a  practice  of  successful  smoke  abatement  impossible. 

Soot  Deposit  Gauges.  12  monthly  deposits  collected  in  gauges 
situate  at  the  Public  Library  and  Morton  Cemetery  are  as  follows  : 
1316  tons  per  square  mile  and  107  tons  per  square  mile  respectively. 

Two  additional  gauges  were  established  at  BlaJckhill  and  Low 
Bridge  at  the  beginning  of  April,  1045.  Readings  for  the  nine 
months  during  which  they  have  been  in  operation  are  94  tons  and 
188  tons  per  square  mile  respectively. 

SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  PREMISES. 

243  inspections  were  made  of  Food  Premises. 

The  precautions  outlined  in  the  1941  report  are  still  being 
brought  to  the  attention  of  food  traders  and  their  personnel 
generally. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  71  bakehouses  in  the  district,  of  which  7  are 
basement  bakehouses  licensed  under  the  Factories  Act,  1937. 

(MEAT  SUPPLY. 

The  circumstances  are  still  the  same  as  reported  in  the  1941 
Report  re  private  slaughterhouses  and  centralised  slaughtering. 

A  100%  system  of  meat  inspection  is  in  force,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  this  system  the  Inspectors  were  on  duty  at  the  Public 
Abattoir  on  671  occasions  and  13  special  slaughtering  visits  were 
paid  to  farm  premises  for  occasional  licensed  slaughter  of  pigs.

Verminous  Houses  and  Household  Effects. 

The  facilities  for  disinfestation  prior  to  removal  to  Corporation 
houses,  as  described  in  the  1938  Report,  are  still  available. 

197  inspections  were  made  of  100  alleged  verminous  premises, 
following  which  liquid  and  gaseous  vermicide  treatment  has  been 
carried  out  in  26  instances  by  a  private  contractor. 

'In  addition  to  this  formal  action,  other  informal  action  in  the 
form  of  advice  has  resulted  in  numerous  other  premises  being 
treated  by  owners  and  occupiers  to  repress  vermin.

The  Cleansing  Department  is.  responsible  only  for  the  Collection 
and  Disposal  of  Household  Refuse  and  Salvage,  Street  and  Gully 
Cleansing,  Snow  Removal  and  Street  Gritting  being  under  the 
supervision  oif  the  Borough  Engineer. 

The  work  has  been  carried  out  in  a  satisfactory  manner 
despite  the  ever-increasing  demand  for  labour,  and  the  very  urgent 
appeal  for  the  collection  of  Salvage,  although  at  times  collections 
have  been  very  much  overdue,  causing  minor  complaints  to  be 
received.  The  reason  for  the  delayed  collections  was  mainly  due 
to  depleted  staff  on  account  of  sickness. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  on  the  controlled  system'  of  Tipping. 
There  are  Six  Tips  throughout  the  district  :  Marle'y  1  (Main  Tip) ; 
Oakworth  2  (Bogthorn  and  Cemetery) ;  Oxenhope  1 ;  St  anbury  1 
and  Oldfield  1.  The  tenancy  of  the  Oldfield  Tip  was  terminated 
in  May,  1946. 

The  whole  of  the  work  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour  except 
Oakworth,  which  is  done  by  Contract,  but  a  special  weekly  collec¬ 
tion  of  Salvage  is  made  by  our  own  wagons,  which  seems  to  be  a 
most  satisfactory  method.
